"  "  Sanitary  Committee,  to  whom  it  has  been  referred  to  carry  into 
execution  the  powers  assigned  to  the  Corporation,  as  the  Port  of  London 
Sanitary  Authority,  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  under  the  Public  Health 
(London)  Act,  1891,  beg  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  your  Honourable 
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Court  the  Report  of  Dr.  William  Collingridge,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Port  of  London,  for  the  Half-year  to  31st  December,  1899,  which 
Report  contains  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  work  done  in  the  Port 
during  that  period  by  the  Medical  Officers  and  Inspectors. 


In  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  will  also  be  found,  among  other 
matters,  important  information  regarding  the  outbreak  of  Plague  and  the 
measures  taken  to  prevent  its  introduction  into  this  country. 

We  beg  to  report  that  it  becomes  necessary  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Port  should  be  re-appointed  by  your  Honourable  Court ;  we  accordingly 
recommend  that  William  Collingridge,  M.D.,  be  re-appointed  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months  from  the  25th  March,  1900,  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Port  of  London,  at  his  present  salary  of  1,000^.  per  annum. 

Under  the  arrangement  agreed  to  by  your  Honourable  Court  on  our 
recommendation  last  year,  the  several  Inspectors  now  hold  their  respective 
appointments  subject  to  a  month’s  notice  on  either  side,  your  Committee  being 
empowered  to  give  such  notice  on  behalf  of  your  Honourable  Court,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  not  necessary  for  your  Committee  to  submit  their  names  for 
re-appointment  as  heretofore. 

In  connection  with  the  appointment  of  Inspectors,  we  have  to  report  that 
Inspector  W.  B.  Baillie  resigned  his  appointment  in  December  last,  and 
Percy  Rudolph  Lambe  has  been  appointed  on  probation  in  his  place. 


As  a  matter  of  interest  to  your  Honourable  Court,  we  may  state  that  by 
desire  of  our  late  Chairman  (Mr.  Millar  Wilkinson),  the  Medical  Officer 
communicated  with  the  War  Office  in  December  last,  placing  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital,  with  its  staff  and  appliances,  at  the  disposal  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Government,  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  arriving  at 
Gravesend  in  any  troopship  from  South  Africa,  and  also  the  use  of  the  steam 
ambulance  and  litter  for  transport  for  such  cases.  This  offer  has  been  gladly 
accepted  as  regards  transport  should  the  same  be  required.

COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  a  short  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
work  carried  out  by  your  officers  in  the  Port  of  London  during  the  half-year 
ending  31st  December,  1899. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  vessels  of  all  classes  during  this  period 
was  16,384  ;  of  these,  8,389  were  made  in  the  various  Docks,  and  7,995  on 
vessels  lying  in  the  River. 

Of  these,  13,357  (equal  to  81*52  per  cent.)  carried  the  British 
flag,  the  Scandinavian  coming  next  in  order  of  frequency  with  a  total  of 
1,410  (equal  to  8*6  per  cent.).  (See  Appendix  G.) 

In  1,126  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  give  orders  for  cleansing  to  he 
carried  out,  i.e.,  in  6*8  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  inspections. 

Thirty-four  sick  seamen  were  referred  to  hospital  over  and  above  the  cases 
of  infectious  disease  dealt  with  by  your  officers  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-three  structural  alterations,  affecting  175  vessels, 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  order  of  the  Authority,  while  27  others,  whch 
have  been  ordered,  are  not  yet  returned  as  completed. 

Of  the  structural  alterations  ordered  47  were  for  the  improvement  of 
ventilation,  19  for  the  improved  storage  of  drinking  water,  and  154  for  more 
efficient  methods  of  lighting,  heating,  &c. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  prove  the  necessity  for  medical  inspection  as  a 
routine  practice.  Apart  from  the  danger  of  importation  of  Cholera  and 
Plague,  the  necessity  for  the  isolation  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment,  and  the  disinfection  of  the  vessel  before  it  reaches 
the  crowded  parts  of  the  Port,  more  than  justify  the  expenditure  in  this 
direction. 
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During  the  past  half-year,  at  Gravesend,  5,236  vessels  arriving  from 
“  foreign  ”  have  been  visited  by  your  Medical  Officers  in  conjunction  with 
Her  Majesty’s  Customs,  and  of  these  the  crews  (19,916)  and  passengers 
(5,412)  of  5,236  vessels  have  been  medically  inspected. 

At  Sheerness,  135  “foreign”  vessels  have  been  inspected  by  your  Medical 
Officer,  acting  in  concert  with  the  Coastguard,  on  behalf  of  the  Customs. 

The  result  of  such  medical  inspection  has  been  the  discovery  and  removal 
to  hospital  of  the  following  cases  : —

THE  PLAGUE. 

It  is  not  necessary,  nor  even  desirable,  in  this  short  Report  to  attempt  to 
trace  the  spread  of  Plague  during  the  past  half-year. 

In  India  it  is  still  epidemic  in  Bombay — though  in  other  parts  it  has 
markedly  declined. 

In  Mauritius  the  disease  is  active,  and  shows  little  sign  of  abatement. 
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A  recent  report  states  that  it  has  appeared  in  New  Caledonia. 

Egypt,  Morocco,  Hong  Kong,  Reunion,  German  East  Africa,  Gold  Coast, 
Delagoa,  have  all  suffered  more  or  less. 

The  outbreak  at  Oporto  has  naturally  excited  much  attention  in  other 
European  countries,  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  the  passage. 

Here  the  disease  was  first  declared  on  the  14th  August,  having  been 
concealed  for  at  least  a  fortnight  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  International 
Convention. 

Though  cases  have  occurred  continuously  during  the  past  four  months, 
there  has  not,  at  present,  been  any  active  outburst ;  and  the  total  number  of 
cases  recorded  to  the  end  of  the  year  is  only  282,  of  which  about 
one-third  terminated  fatally. 

The  system  of  medical  inspection  at  Gravesend  and  Sheerness  obviates  the 
necessity  for  any  extraordinary  measures  being  taken  ;  the  only  precaution 
necessary  being  to  place  Ports,  which  are  either  known  or  suspected  to  be 
infected,  upon  a  special  list.  All  vessels  arriving  from  any  Port  on  such  list 
are  specially  boarded,  and  the  crews  and  passengers  subjected  to  medical 
inspection. 

The  owners  of  vessels  trading  from  such  Ports  have  been  asked  to 
co-operate  with  the  Authority,  by  having  ready  on  arrival  nominal  rolls  of 
all  passengers  and  crews,  together  with  the  addresses  to  which  they  are  about 
to  proceed,  and  further  to  have  them  all  mustered  for  inspection. 

To  this,  without  exception,  they  have  all  willingly  agreed,  and  as  a 
consequence  all  practicable  precautions  are  taken  with  the  minimum  of  delay 
or  interference  with  commerce. 

At  the  same  time,  the  owners  of  such  vessels  were  asked  to  arrange  for  the 
capture  and  destruction,  so  far  as  possible,  of  all  rats  found  on  board,  and 
this  has  been  systematically  carried  out. 

The  following  cases  of  vessels  “  infected,”  within  the  meaning  of  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  Order,  have  been  dealt  with  : — 

On  the  25th  July,  the  s.s.  “  Eastbourne,”  from  Alexandria,  reported  two 
cases  of  sickness.  On  inspection  these  were  found  to  be  suspicious  of  Plague, 

and  were,  therefore,  isolated  in  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital.  All  the  usual 

' 

precautions  being  taken  with  regard  to  the  vessel. 

On  the  15th  October,  the  s.s.  “Peninsular,”  from  Bombay,  arrived  at 
Gravesend,  having  landed  a  case  of  Plague  at  Plymouth.

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All  precautions  having  been  taken,  the  vessel  was  allowed  to  pass  up 
River,  after  the  usual  inspection  of  all  on  board,  and  the  notification  of  the 
addresses  of  the  passengers. 

On  arrival  in  Dock  all  the  clothing  of  the  native  crew  was  disinfected,  and 
the  crew  themselves  daily  inspected  during  the  stay  of  the  vessel  in  Port. 
No  further  cases  of  sickness  occurred. 

On  the  17th  December,  the  s.s.  “  Ballaarat,”  from  Calcutta,  arrived  at 
Gravesend,  having  landed  a  suspicious  case  at  Plymouth  on  the  previous  day. 

All  precautions  having  been  taken  there,  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

On  the  12th  December,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  enclosing  copy  of  a  General  Order,  issued  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Customs,  relating  to  precautions  to  be  observed  against  the 
importation  of  Plague. 

This  is  of  such  importance  that  I  deem  it  advisable  to  reprint  the  same, 
as  showing  the  relationship  between  the  Health  and  Fiscal  Authorities,  and 
the  cordial  co-operation  that  exists.

(1.)  By  recent  Circulars,  as  noted  in  the  margin,  and  of  which 
printed  copies  are  appended,  the  Board  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the 
Department  to  the  necessity  for  the  exercise,  at  the  present  time,  on  the 
part  of  Boarding  Officers,  of  the  utmost  vigilance  with  a  view  to 
preventing  the  introduction  of  Plague  by  means  of  Yessels  reaching 
British  Ports  from  abroad. 

(2.)  These  instructions  the  Board  now  desire  to  emphasize,  by 
directing  Collectors  and  other  Officers  in  charge  of  Ports  to  impress 
upon  responsible  Boarding  Officers  the  importance  of  always  working 
in  complete  harmony  and  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  at  the  respective  Ports. 

(3.)  In  this  connection,  particular  attention  is  to  be  given  to 
Article  8  of  the  Local  Government  Board  Order  dated  the  9th  November, 
1896,  issued  with  General  Order  yff^,  which  empowers  local  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  who  have  reason  to  suspect  that  any  ship  either 

(a)  is  infected,  or 

(b)  has  come  from  an  infected  place, 

to  visit  and  examine  such  ship  whether  she  has  already  been  “  examined 
by  the  Officers  of  Customs  or  not.” 
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(4.)  The  more  immediate  object  of  this  Order  is  to  make  it  clear 
to  Boarding  Officers  that,  in  any  case  where  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
informs  them  that  he  desires  to  visit  all  ships  arriving  from  a  particular 
Port  or  Country  designated  by  him,  it  is  expected  of  the  Boarding 
Officers  that,  without  interfering  with  their  duties  under  General  Order 
jffl  or  any  subsequent  similar  directions,  they  will  give  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  any  information  which  they  may  possess,  or  which  may 
come  to  them  in  the  course  of  their  duties,  respecting  the  arrival  or 
impending  arrival  of  any  ship  from  such  Port  or  Country,  “  with  a  view 
“  to  the  adoption  of  whatever  special  precautions  may  be  deemed  to  be 
necessary  ”  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (see  Circular  ■112829997)?  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  effect  to  Article  8  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
Order  above  quoted. 

(5.)  It  is  also  expected  that,  as  far  as  they  can  do  so  without  undue 
interference  with  their  own  regular  Boarding  duties,  the  Boarding 
Officers  will  assist  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  getting  on  Board  any 
ship  which  he  may  be  desirous  of  visiting  under  that  Article,  before 
anyone  on  board  has  had  opportunity  of  getting  on  shore. 

(6.)  In  cases  where  the  Boarding  has  necessarily  to  be  done  by  boat 
(steam  or  row)  it  is  expected  of  the  Boarding  Officers  that,  in  the  case  of 
a  ship  coming  from  a  particular  Port  or  Country  designated  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  they  will,  when  they  are  starting  for  the 
vessel,  facilitate,  as  far  as  they  consistently  can,  the  visit  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  will  impose  no  difficulties  that  can  be  avoided  in 
conveying  him  with  them  on  board  the  incoming  ship. 

(7.)  The  Board  expect  of  Collectors  and  other  Officers  in  charge  of 
Ports  that,  in  order  to  further  the  carrying  out  of  the  directions  of  para¬ 
graph  (4)  of  this  Order,  they  will  also  make  it  their  business  to  ascertain 
beforehand,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  and  to  communicate  to  local 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  information  as  to  the  impending  arrival  of 
any  ships  from  Ports  or  Countries  which  may  have  been  designated  by 
the  Medical  Officers  as  open  to  suspicion. 

(8.)  Also,  until  further  notice,  the  directions  of  the  Circular 
4th  October,  ^29997-,  regarding  the  treatment  of  ships  arriving  from 
Countries  or  Ports  which  have  thus  been  designated  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  open  to  suspicion,  via  another  port  or  ports  of  call 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  are  to  be  read  as  requiring  that,  in  every  such 
case,  the  same  procedure  shall  be  applied,  in  all  respects,  as  if  she  had 
first  arrived  at  the  second  or  any  subsequent  British  Port  of  call  directly 
from  foreign. 

(9.)  This  Order  is  more  particularly  directed  to  Officers  at  Ports 
in  England  and  Wales,  but  it  is  to  be  read  as  of  equal  application,  as 
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occasion  may  require,  at  Ports  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  with  reference  to 
the  Orders,  corresponding  to  that  of  the  9th  November,  1896  (England 
and  Wales),  as  above  quoted,  as  issued  by  the  respective  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Boards  in  those  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.

Sir, 

1  am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  state  that  they  have 
received  from  the  Foreign  Office  copies  of  telegrams,  dated  the  12th  and 
14th  instant,  from  Her  Majesty’s  Minister  at  Lisbon,  from  which  it 
appears  that  there  is  an  epidemic  at  Oporto,  and  that  the  Portuguese 
Government  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  disease  is  bubonic 
plague.  It  is  reported  that  there  have  been  25  cases  and  4  deaths  since 
the  4th  July. 

The  Board  think  it  right  to  inform  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of 
these  telegrams.  It  appears  to  the  Board  that  the  special  attention  of 
the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  of  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should 
be  given  at  the  present  time  to  any  Vessels  coming  from  Oporto.

Plague  in  Portugal. 


With  reference  to  the  Circular  of  the  17th  instant,  No.  -I°83999ft ,  the 
Board  direct  that,  whenever  invited,  Collectors  or  other  Officers  in 
charge  of  Ports  may  enter  into  communication  with  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authorities,  and  the  Medical  Inspectors  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  proper  precautions  against  the  introduction 
of  Plague  into  this  Country  from  Portugal,  or  other  similar  measures 
that  circumstances  may  call  for. 

The  Board  have  heard  with  surprise  that,  in  some  instances,  a 
Collector  has  declined  to  accept  an  invitation  from  an  Inspector  to  meet 
him  and  the  Local  Authorities  in  conference  on  this  subject  ;  but  they 
feel  sure  that  no  such  mistake  will  recur. 

Collectors  will  remember  that,  of  all  their  non-revenue  duties,  none 
are  more  important  than  those  connected  with  the  Public  Health,  and 
that  the  Board  confidently  expect  them  to  render  every  assistance  in 
their  power  to  Medical  and  Sanitary  Authorities  who  are  endeavouring 
to  exclude  disease  from  this  Country.

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As  to  such  ships  so  arriving,  the  earliest  possible  notice  is,  until 
further  Orders,  always  to  be  given  to  the  Local  Health  Authorities  with 
a  view  to  the  adoption  of  whatever  special  precautions  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  them.

SMALL-POX. 

On  the  5th  August,  the  s.s.  “  Southern  Cross,”  of  London,  from  Sydney, 
arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  two  cases  of  Small-pox  at  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital.  Gratuitous  re-vaccination  was  offered  to  the  master  and  crew  of 
the  vessel,  and  refused.  Thirteen  of  the  cattlemen  and  five  passengers, 
however,  accepted  the  offer,  and  were  vaccinated  by  your  Medical  Officer, 
who  boarded  the  vessel. 

On  the  11th  August,  the  s.s.  “  Arundel  Castle,”  of  London,  from  Cape 
Town,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Small-pox,  with  effects,  at 
the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital.  Gratuitous  re-vaccination  was  offered  to  the 
crew  and  passengers,  and  refused  by  all,  with  the  exception  of  the  ship’s 
surgeon,  who  vaccinated  himself. 

On  the  16th  November,  a  further  case  of  Small-pox  was  reported  from  this 
vessel,  but  as  the  patient  had  not  been  working  on  the  vessel  since  its  arrival 
in  port,  no  steps  were  taken,  as  there  appeared  to  be  no  connection  with  the 
previous  case. 

On  the  18th  November,  the  s.s.  “  Rion,”  of  Newcastle,  from  Novorrossisk, 
arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Small-pox  at  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital.  The  crew  occupying  the  forepart  of  the  vessel  were  also  landed 
at  the  Hospital,  and  their  clothing  disinfected.  Several  of  the  crew  were 
re-vaccinated  by  your  Medical  Officer. 

On  the  24th,  the  steam  trawler  “  Hawk,”  of  Fleetwood,  from  the  North 
Sea,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Small-pox  at  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital.  The  vessel  and  all  effects  were  disinfected.  Gratuitous  vaccination 
was  offered  to  the  crew,  and  refused  by  all  except  the  master. 

On  the  22nd  December,  the  s.s.  “  Arabia,”  from  Bombay,  arrived  at 
Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Small-pox  at  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 
The  patient  had  been  infected  at  Bombay.  Yaccination  was  offered,  but 
refused. 
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The  crew  of  the  s.s.  “  Arabia  ”  were  later  removed  to  the  s.s.  “  Oceana,” 
from  which  vessel  another  case  was  removed  at  Gravesend  on  the  29  th  on 
the  outward  voyage. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

On  the  4th,  the  s.s.  “  Devona,”  of  Dundee,  from  Montreal,  arrived  at 
Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  with  all  effects,  at  the  Port 
Sanitary  Hospital.  The  vessel  was  disinfected. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

On  the  10th  July,  the  s.s.  ‘‘Lusitania,”  of  Liverpool,  from  Bergen,  arrived 
at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  with  bedding  and  effects, 
at  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 

On  the  11th  July,  the  s.s.  “James  Joicey,”  of  London,  which  arrived  on 
the  9th  from  West  Hartlepool,  reported  one  of  the  crew  sick.  The  patient 
was  seen  by  your  Medical  Officer,  and  being  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Enteric  Fever,  was  sent  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  with  all  effects,  and  the 
vessel  disinfected. 

On  the  19th  July,  the  s.s.  “  Umvoti,”  of  London,  from  Port  Natal,  arrived 
at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  with  all  effects,  at  the  Port 
Sanitary  Hospital. 

On  the  19th  July,  a  notification  was  received  with  reference  to  a  case  of 
Enteric  Fever  admitted  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  s.s.  “  Westwood,” 
of  Christiania,  which  arrived  on  the  10th  from  Kovda.  The  vessel  having 
sailed  before  receipt  of  the  notification,  no  action  could  be  taken. 

On  the  2 2nd  July,  the  s.s.  “  Pandora,”  of  London,  from  Paris,  arrived  at 
Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 

On  the  13th  August,  the  s.s.  “Palawan,”  of  Greenock,  from  Calcutta, 
arrived  at  Gravesend  with  the  body  of  one  of  the  stewards,  who  had  died  the 
same  morning  while  the  vessel  was  off  Deal  from  symptoms  which  were 
suspicious  of  Enteric  Fever.  As  a  precautionary  measure,  therefore,  the 
cabin  occupied  by  the  corpse  was  disinfected. 

On  the  17th  August,  the  Norwegian  ship  “  Rosenius,”  of  Flekkefjord, 
trom  Brunswick,  Georgia,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever 
was  removed  to  tne  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 
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On  the  20tli  August,  the  “  Loch  Nevis,”  of  Glasgow,  from  Melbourne, 
arrived  at  Gravesend  with  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  on  board,  which  was 
removed  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital,  two  cases  having  previously  occurred 
during  the  voyage,  one  of  which  proved  fatal. 

On  the  19th  September,  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  admitted  to  the 
Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  s.s.  “  Southgarth,”  of  North  Shields,  from 
St.  Petersburg,  which  arrived  at  Gravesend  on  the  18th. 

The  following  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  from  the  Seamen’s 
Hospital  on  the  9th  September : — 

Two  cases  admitted  from  the  s.s.  “  Mesaba,”  of  London,  on  the  10th  and 
11th  August  respectively. 

One  case  from  the  s.s.  “  Carisbrook  Castle,”  of  London,  on  the  19th  August, 
and  one  case  from  the  s.s.  “  Asteria,”  of  Glasgow,  on  the  22nd  August.  The 
vessels  having  in  the  meantime  sailed,  no  action  could  be  taken. 

On  the  11th  September,  a  case  was  admitted  from  the  training  ship 
“  Arethusa,”  off  Greenhithe  ;  and  on  the  same  day  a  further  case  from  the 
s.s.  “  Surprise,”  of  Guernsey.  This  vessel  was  not  in  the  port,  the  patient 
having  travelled  by  rail  from  Sunderland. 

On  the  27th  September,  a  notification  was  received  from  the  Seamen’s 
Hospital  of  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  admitted  from  the  training  ship  “  Arethusa,” 
lying  off  Greenhithe.  The  patient  left  the  vessel  on  the  14th  in  good  health. 

On  the  29th  September,  the  s.s.  “  Caledonia,”  of  Greenock,  from  Bombay, 
arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital  with  all  effects. 

On  the  4th  October,  a  notification  was  received  of  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at 
Manor  Way  Cottage,  Boyal  Albert  Hock.  The  patient  was  too  ill  to  be 
removed,  and  was  therefore  isolated  on  the  premises,  all  necessary  precautions 
being  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

On  the  13th  October,  a  notification  was  received  from  the  Seamen’s  Hospital 
that  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  had  been  admitted  from  the  barge  “  Enterprise,” 
of  London.  The  vessel  was  disinfected. 

On  the  18th  October,  the  s.s.  “  Aotea,”  of  Southampton,  from  Wellington, 
New  Zealand,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  the 
Port  Sanitary  Hospital  with  all  effects. 

On  the  29th  October,  the  s.s.  “  Massilia,”  of  Greenock,  from  Bombay, 
arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital. 
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On  the  1st  November,  a  notiiieation  was  received  of  a  case  of  Enteric 
Fever  admitted  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  s.s.  “  Katy,”  of  London, 
from  St.  Petersburg.  The  vessel  having  sailed  for  Shields  before  receipt  of 
the  information,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  that  port  was  accordingly 
notified. 

On  the  3rd  November,  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  reported  as  having  been 
admitted  to  the  Branch  Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  s.s.  “  Sunda,”  of  Greenock, 
from  Calcutta,  lying  in  the  Boyal  Albert  Dock. 

On  the  7th  November,  the  s.s.  “  Arundel  Castle,”  of  London,  from  Cape 
Town,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  having  landed  three  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and 
one  of  Small-pox  at  Plymouth.  All  necessary  precautions  had  been  taken. 

On  the  the  20th  November,  a  notification  was  received  of  a  case  of  Enteric 

'  « 

Fever  admitted  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  training  ship  “  Warspite.” 
The  patient  had  only  returned  to  the  vessel  on  the  loth,  having  been  on 
leave  for  three  weeks. 

On  the  23rd  November,  the  barque  “  Turist,”  of  Sandeijord,  from  Brunswick, 
Georgia,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  the  Port 
Sanitary  Hospital. 

On  the  23rd  November,  it  was  reported  from  Grays  that  of  six  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  which  had  occurred  at  a  house  in  Grays,  three  belonged  to 
the  crews  of  the  barges  “  Sincerity,”  “  Clyde,”  and  “  Mersey.”  The  “  Clyde” 
and  “  Mersey  ”  were  traced  to  the  River  Lea  in  West  Ham,  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  which  Corporation  they  were  disinfected.  The  “  Sincerity  ”  was 
found  in  the  River,  and  disinfected  by  your  officers. 

On  the  4th  December,  it  was  reported  that  one  of  the  crew  of  the  barge 
u  Shamrock”  had  gone  home  ill,  and  had  subsequently  been  removed  to 
hospital  at  Rochester  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever.  The  barge  was  found, 
and  disinfected. 

On  the  8th  December,  the  s.s.  “  Cambrian,”  on  arrival  at  Gravesend,  was 
found  to  have  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  on  board.  The  patient  was  removed 
to  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 

On  the  18th  December,  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  reported  from  the 
Poplar  Hospital.  The  patient  had  arrived  on  the  “  Salamis  ”  on  the  9th, 
and  on  that  date  was  apparently  in  good  health. 

On  the  13th  December,  two  cases  of  sickness  were  reported  on  the  French 
s.s.  “  Albert,”  lying  in  the  London  Dock.  They  were  at  once  seen  by 
your  Medical  Officer  and  sent  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital,  one  being  Enteric 
Fever  and  the  other  Influenza. 
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On  the  22nd  December,  the  s.s.  “  Braemar  Castle,”  on  arrival,  reported 
having  landed  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever  and  two  cases  of  Chicken-pox  at 
Plymouth.  She  was  therefore  disinfected  on  her  way  up  River. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

On  the  3rd  July,  it  was  reported  that  a  case  of  Diphtheria  had  occurred 
at  Cherry  Garden  Pier,  the  patient  being  a  signalman.  The  box  occupied  by 
the  patient  had  been  repainted  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  ;  no  steps  were 
therefore  taken  by  your  Authority. 

On  the  11th  September,  notifications  were  received  respecting  two  cases  of 
Diphtheria  on  the  training  ship  “  War-spite,”  lying  in  the  River  off  Charlton. 
The  vessel  was  at  once  visited,  when  it  was  found  that  the  patients  had  been 
isolated  on  shore.  Several  other  cases  occurred  on  the  same  vessel,  and  are 
referred  to  under  “  Training  Ships.” 


OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

On  the  1st  July,  the  s.s.  “Braemar  Castle,”  of  London,  from  Cape  Town, 
arrived  at  Gravesend,  having  landed  a  case  of  Measles  at  Plymouth  on  the 
29th  June.  The  vessel  had  been  fumigated  by  the  ship’s  surgeon,  and  it  was 
therefore  only  necessary  to  wash  down  the  quarters  with  disinfecting  solution, 
which  was  done  on  arrival  in  Dock. 

On  the  4th  July,  on  visiting  the  Norwegian  ship  “  Sendemanden,”  which 
arrived  on  the  17th  June,  it  was  found  that  one  of  the  crew  had  been  admitted 
to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  suffering  from  Measles. 

On  the  same  date,  a  notification  was  received  that  a  case  of  Measles  had 
been  admitted  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  Norwegian  ship  “  Comma,” 
of  and  from  Kragero,  which  arrived  at  Gravesend  on  the  18th  June. 

On  the  17th,  a  notification  was  received  that  a  case  of  Measles  had  been 
admitted  to  the  Seamen’s  Hospital  from  the  Norwegian  ship  “  Ornen,”  of 
and  from  Kragero,  which  arrived  at  Gravesend  on  the  23rd  June. 

On  the  19th  July,  a  notification  was  received  of  a  case  of  Erysipelas  on  the 
training  ship  “  Worcester,”  lying  off  Greenhithe.  The  vessel  was  at  once 
visited,  when  it  was  found  that  the  patient  had  been  isolated  in  the  ship’s 
hospital  and  all  precautions  taken.  The  effects  were  removed  to  the  Port 
Sanitary  Hospital  for  disinfection.

On  the  21st,  the  s.s.  “  North  Gwalia,”  of  London,  from  Barbadoes,  arrived 
at  Gravesend,  and  landed  a  case  of  Continued  Fever,  with  all  elfects,  at  the 
Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 

On  the  28th,  the  s.s.  “  Pembroke  Castle,”  of  London,  from  Cape  Town, 
arrived  at  Gravesend  with  two  cases  of  Measles  on  hoard.  The  patients, 
being  convalescent,  were  allowed  to  proceed  in  the  vessel,  which  was 
disinfected. 

On  the  19th  August,  the  s.s.  “  Oruba,”  of  Liverpool,  from  Sydney,  arrived 
at  Gravesend,  having  had  ten  cases  of  Measles  on  board  during  the  voyage, 
one  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  remainder  of  the  patients,  being  convalescent, 
were  allowed  to  proceed  in  the  vessel  after  disinfection. 

On  the  29th,  the  s  s.  “  Gothic,”  of  Liverpool,  from  Wellington,  New 
Zealand,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  reported  eight  cases  of  Measles  during 
the  voyage.  All  were  convalescent  at  date  of  arrival,  and  were  allowed  to 
proceed  with  the  vessel.  The  quarters  occupied  by  patients  were  washed 
down  with  disinfectant  on  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  in  Dock. 

On  the  15th  September,  the  s.s.  “  Carisbrook  Castle,”  of  London,  from 
Cape  Town,  arrived  at  Gravesend,  and  reported  having  landed  a  case  of 
Measles  at  Southampton.  The  ship’s  hospital,  together  with  bedding  and 
effects,  were  disinfected  by  your  officers. 

On  the  26th,  a  notification  was  received  from  the  Seamen’s  Hospital 
of  a  case  of  Erysipelas  admitted  from  the  s.s.  “  European,”  of  Liverpool. 
The  patient  having  been  in  the  Hospital  four  months,  no  steps  were  taken. 

On  the  20th,  the  s.s,  “  Duke  of  Westminster,”  of  Barrow,  from  Queensland, 
arrived  at  Gravesend  with  a  case  of  Measles  on  board.  The  patient,  being 
convalescent,  was  allowed  to  proceed  in  the  ship.  The  cabin  occupied  by 
the  patient  was  disinfected. 

On  the  25th,  a  case  of  Erysipelas  was  found  on  the  s.s.  “  Thorsten,”  of 
Gothenburg,  lying  in  the  Millwall  Dock.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Port  Sanitary  Hospital  in  the  launch  “  Denton,”  and  the  vessel  disinfected. 

On  the  22nd,  the  s.s.  “  Constantine,”  of  Copenhagen,  from  Libau,  arrived 
at  Gravesend,  and  reported  a  death  on  board  during  the  voyage,  the  deceased 
being  a  child  (two  years  old)  of  one  of  the  Jewish  immigrants.  At  a  coroner’s 
inquest,  held  on  the  23rd  inst.,  death  was  attributed  to  natural  causes.  The 
passengers’  quarters  were  disinfected  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

On  the  18th  December,  a  notification  was  received  from  the  Seamen’s 
Hospital  of  a  case  of  Erysipelas  which  had  been  admitted  from  the 
s.s.  “  Salamis.” 

And  on  the  20th,  a  further  notification  of  a  case  of  the  same  disease  from 
the  “  Monarch,”  which  had  arrived  from  Guernsey  on  the  6th.

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PROVISION  OF  CLOSETS  ON  BOARD  SHIP. 

With  reference  to  the  nuisance  reported  as  having  been  abated  on  the 
“  Confido,”  of  Grimsby,  on  the  4th  November,  a  circumstance  in  connection 
with  this  case  was  that  the  master,  who  was  also  owner,  refused  to  erect  a 
closet  on  deck,  for  which  there  was  plenty  of  room  without  interference  with 
the  working  of  the  ship. 

It  would  appear  from  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act, 
1891,  that  the  Local  Government  Board  has  power  to  confer  any  powers  of  a 
Sanitary  Authority  upon  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  and,  under  Section  37, 
Sub-section  E,  if  at  any  time  it  appears  to  any  Sanitary  Authority  that  any 
house  is  without  a  water-closet,  the  Sanitary  Authority  shall  cause  a  Notice 
to  be  served  on  the  owner  or  occupier  requiring  the  provision  of  a  closet. 

Sub-section  4a  provides,  that  where  a  water  supply  is  not  available  (which 
would  be  the  case  with  small  sailing  ships),  the  question  is  met  by  means  of 
a  privy. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  Section  110, 
anyvessel  lying  within  the  district  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  be 
subject  to  that  Authority  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  were  a  house.  This 
question  has  been  referred  to  Mr.  Solicitor  for  his  opinion  as  to  the 
advisability  of  obtaining  powers  under  Section  37  and  succeeding  Sections, 
with  reference  to  closets,  &c.,  and  the  making  of  the  Bye-laws  thereunder. 


LASCAR  ACCOMMODATION. 

On  the  14th  March  last,  I  reported  with  reference  to  crew  space  on  British 
ships,  stating  that  the  legal  question  as  to  whether  Lascars  should  be 
provided  with  accommodation  under  the  Indian  Act  or  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act  is  an  important  one,  but  must  obviously  be  settled  by  the 
Government.  That  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  ample  power  to  deal 
with  overcrowding  under  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  but  that 
no  action  is  possible  where  the  legal  minimum  limit  is  provided. 

That  the  difference  between  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  and  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act  is  very  great,  and  that  the  contention  that  a  native  requires 
only  one -half  the  space  allotted  to  Europeans  is  an  unreasonable  one. 

In  reply  to  the  question  put  in  the  House  on  the  2nd  March,  it  was  stated 
that  the  question  as  to  which  Act  should  apply  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Law  Officers  of  the  Crown. 
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On  the  3rd  August  last,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Haverlock  Wilson, 
Mr.  Long,  replying  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Ritchie,  stated  that  u  the  Board  of  Trade 
“  are  now  in  possession  of  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  with 
“  regard  to  the  point  to  which  the  Honourable  Member  refers.  The  opinion 
“  is  to  the  effect  that  the  Board  have  acted  properly  in  declining  to  allow  any 
“  deduction  from  tonnage  in  respect  of  Lascar  crew  space,  which  is  not  in 
“  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  210  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
“  Act.  Further,  that  the  question  whether  proceedings  should  be  taken  to 
“  enforce  these  requirements  is  one  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
“  Trade  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  among  which  are  the 
“  provisions  of  Section  25  of  the  Imperial  Act  of  4  Geo.  IV.,  c.  80,  and  the 
“  conflicting  provisions  of  the  Indian  Merchant  Shipping  Act.  At  the 
“  moment,  I  can  only  say  that  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings  shall  receive 
‘‘  very  careful  consideration,  and  that  I  have  already  placed  myself  in 
“  communication  with  the  India  Office  with  a  view  of  securing,  if  possible,  an 
“  assimilation  of  the  Indian  to  the  Imperial  Law  on  the  subject.” 

In  reply  to  a  further  question,  “  Did  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  advise 
“  that  the  law  was  being  broken  if  Lascars  did  not  have  the  same 
“  accommodation  that  was  provided  for  British  seamen  on  British  ships?” 
Mr.  Long  replied  that  he  was  unable  to  give  any  further  answer  than  that 
stated  above. 

A  Petition  from  the  Serangs,  Lascars,  and  other  native  seafaring  men 
has  been  forwarded  from  Bombay  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  praying 
that  the  present  condition  of  affairs  be  not  interfered  with.  It  has  already 
been  strongly  contended  by  your  Authority  that  the  present  legal  minimum 
of  72  cubic  feet  is  insufficient  for  seamen,  and  any  change  in  the  law  in  this 
respect  must  therefore  only  be  in  the  direction  of  an  increase. 


DIRTY  LIGHTERS. 

During  the  half-year  11  Lighters  were  found  in  a  filthy  condition,  and 
the  owners  called  upon  to  cleanse  the  same.  In  all  cases  this  was  carried  out. 

The  Return  shows  a  diminution  of  this  class  of  nuisance,  due  doubtless  to 
the  special  vigilance  of  your  officers. 


OFFENSIVE  CARGOES — BYE-LAWS. 

Twenty-one  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  have  been  dealt  with  during 
the  half-year,  the  infringement  being  mainly  of  one  class,  namely,  the  partial 
or  total  absence  of  any  proper  covering.  Formal  notice  has  in  all  cases  been 
sufficient  to  obtain  immediate  compliance  ;  in  no  cases  have  legal  proceedings 
become  necessary. 
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OYSTERS  AND  INFECTION. 

In  my  last  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
abandonment  of  the  Bill  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  during  the  last 
Session  for  dealing  with  this  question. 

This  Bill  dealt  with  oysters  only. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  when  the  subject  was  brought  by  a  deputation 
before  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  April,  1898,  your  Medical  Officer 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  evidence  was  quite  clear  as  to  the 
danger  of  infection  through  the  medium  of  oysters,  it  was  probably  equally 
so  in  the  case  of  cockles,  periwinkles,  and  other  shell-fish,  which  were  largely 
consumed  by  the  poorer  classes. 

This  view  was  not  accepted  by  the  President,  who  stated,  in  reply,  that  he 
had  not  the  same  amount  of  information  with  regard  to  other  shell-fish  as  in 
the  case  of  oysters,  and  that  was,  therefore,  a  matter  in  which  he  must  make 
further  enquiries. 

Evidence  on  this  point  has,  however,  been  gradually  accumulating. 

A  Report  recently  (1899)  made  by  Professor  W.  A.  Herdman,  D.Sc.,  F.R.S., 
and  Dr.  Rubert  Boyce,  concludes  thus  : — 

“It  is  evident  from  the  results  of  these  experiments  (detailed  in  their 
u  Report)  and  a  consideration  of  all  the  facts  brought  to  light  in  recent  years 
“  in  regard  to  the  bacteriology  of  shell -fish  and  its  influence  on  public  health, 
“  that  we  must  regard  oysters ,  mussels,  cockles ,  and  the  like,  as  nutritious  food 
“  matters,  which,  from  their  nature,  and  the  circumstances  of  their  cultivation, 
“  and  sale,  are  liable  to  become  contaminated  with  organisms — pathogenic  or 
“  otherwise — and  their  deleterious  products.  Once  this  is  recognised,  the 
“  practical  applications  are  largely  a  matter  of  common  sense. 

“  Shell-fish  must  not  be  taken  as  food  from  grounds  where  there  is  any 
“  possibility  of  sewage  contamination  ;  after  removal  from  the  sea,  while  in 
“  transit,  in  store,  or  in  market,  they  should  be  carefully  protected  from  any 
“  possibility  of  insanitary  environment  ;  they  should  not  be  kept  longer 
“  than  is  absolutely  necessary  in  shops,  cellars,  &c.,  in  towns,  where,  even  if 
“  not  running  the  risk  of  fresh  contamination,  they  are  under  conditions 
“  favourable  to  the  reduction  of  their  vitality  and  the  growth  of  their 
“  bacterial  contents.  The  fresher  they  are  from  the  sea  the  more  healthy 
“they  are  likely  to  be  ;  finally,  only  absolutely  fresh  shell-fish  should  be 
“  eaten  uncooked,  and  those  that  are  cooked  must  be  sufficiently  cooked,  raised 
“  to  boiling  point,  and  kept  there  for  at  least  ten  minutes. ” 
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A  recent  Report  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh  and  Mr.  E.  R.  Walker  on  an  outbreak 
of  Typhoid  Fever,  attributed  to  eating  cockles,  shows  that  in  an  outbreak  at 
Shoeburyness,  23  cases  occurred,  affecting  10  houses,  and  that  with  one 
exception  (after  careful  investigation),  all  the  usual  causes  of  Typhoid  Fever 
could  apparently  be  eliminated. 

It  was,  however,  shown  that  cockles  had  been  largely  consumed  by  the 
sufferers.  These  cockles  were  gathered  from  the  foreshore,  which  is  liable  to 
sewage  contamination.  Cockles  were  collected  from  this  foreshore,  and 
examinations  made  of  (1)  mud  adhering  to  the  shells,  (2)  of  the  fluid  inside 
the  shells,  and  (3)  of  the  pulped  body  of  the  cockles. 

“  The  results  showed  in  every  instance  the  presence  of  the  bacillus  coli 
11  communis  and  of  the  spores  of  bacillus  enteritidis  sporogeneses.  There  can 
“  be  no  doubt  that  all  were  sewage  contaminated. 

“  That  the  sewage  of  the  town  had  been  specifically  infected  for  some  time 
“  prior  to  the  outbreak  is  undoubted,  and  it  does  not  seem  improbable, 
“  therefore,  that  shell-fish  bathed  in  such  sewage,  though  diluted  with  sea 
“  water,  may  be  specifically  infected,  and  caused  Typhoid  Fever  in 
“  susceptible  people  consuming  them  in  an  uncooked  or  imperfectly  cooked 
“  condition.” 

This  cause  had  been  suspected  in  previous  cases  (“  British  Medical 
Journal,”  16th  December,  1899). 

It  is,  therefore,  to  be  hoped  that  on  the  re-introduction  of  the  Bill 
its  provisions  may  include  oysters,  cockles,  mussels,  periwinkles,  and  whelks.

Leaving  four  cases  under  treatment,  31st  December,  1889. 

The  total  number  of  days’  treatment  during  the  six  months  was  478,  the 
average  number  of  days  detention  for  each  patient  being  18*38. 

The  average  daily  cost  of  maintenance  (food  and  drugs)  amounted  to 
2s.  1*7 d.  per  head. 
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NUISANCES. 

The  following  nuisances  were  dealt  with  during  the  half-year  : — 

On  the  5th  July,  at  the  back  of  the  drill  shed  attached  to  H.M.S. 
“  President,”  in  the  South  West  India  Dock,  caused  by  sewage  matter  from 
a  cesspool  discharging  into  the  Dock.  The  Dock  Company  were  called 
upon  to  at  once  empty  the  cesspit  and  stop  up  the  overflow  pipe  ;  this  was 
accordingly  done.  A  plan  is  now  under  consideration  for  the  better  drainage 
of  the  cesspool  in  question. 

On  the  13th,  the  main  and  ’tween  decks,  lately  occupied  by  horses,  of  the 
Danish  steamer  “  Vandsyssel,”  lying  in  the  Mill  wall  Dock,  were  found  in  a 
filthy  condition  and  a  nuisance.  The  places  were  at  once  cleaned  under  the 
supervision  of  your  officer. 

On  the  14th,  a  complaint  was  received  through  the  Thames  Conservancy 
with  reference  to  rubbish,  straw,  wood,  and  carcasses  of  dead  dogs  floating  in 
the  River  off  the  Thames  Embankment.  Nothing  was  seen  of  these  matters 
on  visiting  the  spot  the  same  day. 

On  the  18th,  the  barges  “  Henry  and  Lilith,”  lying  at  East  Greenwich, 
were  found  containing  stinking  water  and  decayed  vegetable  matter,  and 
causing  a  nuisance.  The  owners  were  called  upon  to  remove  and  cleanse  the 
barges,  which  was  done  forthwith. 

On  the  22nd,  the  “  Mary  Ann,”  of  Dover,  lying  at  North  Woolwich 
Buoys,  was  examined,  when  it  was  found  that  the  forecastle  deck  overhead 
was  leaky  and  the  forecastle  required  thorough  cleaning.  The  owner  was 
therefore  called  upon  to  have  these  matters  carried  out  without  delay,  which 
was  done. 

On  the  25th,  at  No.  9  Warehouse,  South  Dock,  a  cesspit  was  allowed  to 
remain  unemptied.  The  attention  of  the  Dock  Company  was  called  to  the 
matter,  and  the  nuisance  abated  forthwith.  The  nuisances  recurring  on  the 
4th  and  9th  October,  the  Dock  Company  were  called  upon  to  drain  the 
cesspit  into  the  sewer,  which  they  have  undertaken  to  do. 

On  the  29th,  a  complaint  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Limehouse,  of  a  nuisance  caused  by  soil  removed  from  a  cesspit  in  the 
South  West  India  Dock  being  allowed  to  leak  from  carts  removing  the  same. 
The  attention  of  the  Dock  Company  was  therefore  called  to  the  matter,  and 
the  contractor  has  undertaken  to,  in  future,  provide  specially  constructed 
water-tight  carts. 

On  the  2nd  August,  a  complaint  was  made  of  a  bad  smell  arising  from 
the  basement  under  the  offices  at  No.  3  Shed,  North  Quay,  West  India  Dock. 
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The  premises  were  at  once  visited,  and  the  drains  flushed  and  tested,  when 
a  defect  was  found  in  the  joint  of  the  trough  closet  with  drain,  which  was  at 
once  remedied. 

On  the  5th,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  City  Solicitor  respecting 
complaints  received  by  him  during  the  past  two  or  three  weeks  with 
reference  to  smoke  nuisance  by  tugs  on  the  River.  Special  instructions  were 
given  to  your  Inspectors  with  regard  to  this  matter. 

On  the  11th,  a  nuisance  was  found  to  exist,  arising  from  the  accumulation 
of  offensive  refuse  at  a  dustbin,  in  the  London  Dock.  The  nuisance  was  at 
once  abated. 

On  the  21st,  a  nuisance  was  reported  in  the  Royal  Albert  Dock,  arising 
from  a  dustbin  in  the  Dry  Dock,  which  had  been  allowed  to  remain  unemptied. 
The  nuisance  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Dock  Company,  and  at  once 
abated. 

On  the  24th,  a  complaint  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Rochester,  of  the  dilapidated  and  insanitary  condition  of  the  barge  “  Star.” 
On  arrival,  the  barge  was  ordered  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  repaired 
at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 

On  the  same  date,  a  complaint  was  made  of  smoke  nuisance,  arising 
from  vessels  lying  in  the  Surrey  Commercial  Docks.  As  has  been  previously 
pointed  out,  the  offenders  are  ocean-going  steamers,  which  are  exempted  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891. 

On  the  31st,  a  complaint  was  received  of  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the 
cabin  of  the  barge  “  Agincourt,”  of  Rochester,  52,967,  stated  to  be  lying  in 
the  Surrey  Dock. 

In  June  last,  I  reported  on  a  complaint  of  a  nuisance  at  Horseferrry 
Branch  Road,  Limehouse,  arising  from  smoke  from  a  chimney,  Regent’s 
Canal  Dock,  and  stated  that  steps  were  being  taken  by  the  occupiers  to 
reconstruct  the  chimney  in  such  a  way  as  to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  height 
of  the  said  chimney  has  been  increased  from  16  feet  to  about  24  feet  from  the 
ground,  with  the  result  that  the  nuisance  has  been  permanently  abated. 

On  the  12th  September,  a  complaint  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  Greenhithe,  of  a  nuisance  arising  there  from  barges  discharging 
manure  at  the  public  Hard.  This  is  a  matter  which  has  been  before  your 
Committee  on  previous  occasions,  and  it  was  again  pointed  out  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Greenhithe  that  the  nuisance  was  caused  by  the 
inhabitants  of  his  district,  and  did  not  arise  within  the  jurisdiction  of  your 
Committee.  The  place  is,  however,  under  constant  observation,  with  a  view 
to  detecting  any  breach  of  the  Bye-laws  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  with 
regard  to  offensive  cargoes.

With  reference  to  the  complaint  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Barnes, 
dated  29th  September  last,  as  to  the  pollution  of  the  Beverley  Brook  by  sewage, 
the  place  was  visited  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  when  it  was  found 
that  a  pipe  drain  emptied  into  the  Brook  about  a  mile  and  a  half  up  the 
stream  from  the  River  Thames,  and  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Authority. 
There  was  not,  on  this  occasion,  any  trace  of  nuisance. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  responsible  for  any 
pollution  of  the  River  by  the  Beverley  Brook,  the  central  line  of  the  stream 
being  the  boundary  of  the  Metropolitan  area,  and  the  place  in  question  being 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Brook.  There  is,  moreover,  an  absence  of  any 
definite  evidence  of  pollution  by  means  of  sewage. 

On  the  20th,  a  nuisance  was  found  in  the  West  India  Dock,  arising  from 
an  accumulation  of  refuse  and  several  mud  carts  at  the  rubbish  shoot.  The 
attention  of  the  Dock  Company  was  called,  to  the  matter,  and  the  nuisance 
abated  forthwith. 

On  the  26th,  a  nuisance  was  found  at  W  Warehouse,  Millwall  Dock,  arising 
from  three  filthy  hen  coops  ex  s.s.  “  Cato.”  These  have  now  been  cleaned 
and  limewaslied,  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

On  the  28th,  there  was  a  similar  nuisance  at  the  same  place,  arising  from 
five  empty  chicken  cases  ex  s.s.  11  Bravo.” 

On  the  28th  November,  and  again  on  the  22nd  December,  nuisances  were 
dealt  with  arising  from  dead  whales  stranded  on  the  River  banks.  In  the 
first  case  a  large  animal,  62  feet  long,  was  towed  by  two  launches  from  North 
Woolwich  to  Belvedere,  and  there  destroyed  at  the  Fish  Gfuano  Works.  The 
second  was  a  small  whale,  or  grampus,  and  was  taken  out  to  sea  by  the 
“  David  Burnett  ”  and  cast  adrift. 

On  the  4th  December,  a  quantity  of  decomposing  damaged  oats  ex 
s.s.  “  William  Bailey,”  was  ordered  to  be  removed.  This  was  carried  out. 

On  the  7th,  the  recurrence  of  a  serious  nuisance  at  the  dust-shoot,  West 
India  Dock,  from  the  spilling  of  refuse  at  the  wharf,  necessitated  the  service 
of  a  Notice  on  the  Dock  Company.  The  Company  have,  as  a  consequence, 
given  Notice  to  their  tenant  to  give  up  possession  in  three  months.  In  the 
interval  the  wharf  is  to  be  kept  clear  of  rubbish. 

On  the  8th,  a  broken  stove  was  ordered  to  be  removed  from  the  forecastle 
of  the  u  Ann  Jane  Prichard,”  of  Carnarvon.  This  was  done. 

On  the  12th,  two  cases  of  decomposed  smoked  salmon  at  Royal  Albert 
Dock  were  ordered  to  be  destroyed  as  a  nuisance. 
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In  the  Poplar  Dock,  owned  by  the  North  London  Railway  Company,  a 
serious  nuisance,  arising  from  deficiency  of  closet  accommodation,  is  being 
remedied  by  the  erection  of  more  closets. 

On  the  28th,  a  case  of  condensed  milk  at  No.  8  Shed,  Royal  Albert  Dock, 
was  ordered  to  be  destroyed  as  a  nuisance.  This  order  was  carried  out. 

Complaints  of  nuisance  from  smoke  from  the  Pumping  Stations  in  the  West 
India  and  the  Regent’s  Canal  Docks  have  been  dealt  with.  The  places  are 
under  constant  supervision,  and  the  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Solicitor  to 
take  any  necessary  legal  action. 

On  the  30th,  a  complaint  was  received  as  to  the  leaky  condition  of  the  deck 
over  the  cabin  of  the  dredger  “  Thames,”  lying  off  East  Greenwich.  The 
vessel  was  inspected,  and  the  complaint  confirmed.  The  owners  were  called 
upon  to  remedy  this,  which  has  been  done. 

On  the  31st,  there  was  a  nuisance  at  F  Warehouse,  Mill  wall  Docks,  arising 
from  a  quantity  of  decomposing  haricot  beans  ex  s.s.  “  Nordfylland.” 
Instructions  were  given  for  the  nuisance  to  be  at  once  abated. 

On  the  3rd  November,  a  nuisance  was  found  on  the  s.s.  “  Ethel,”  of  South 
Shields,  arising  from  the  leaky  condition  of  the  deck  overhead.  The  owners 
were  called  upon  to  remedy  the  defect  complained  of,  which  they  undertook 
to  do  on  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  at,  South  Shields. 

On  the  13th,  a  nuisance  was  found  in  the  Mill  wall  Dock,  arising  from 
the  filthy  condition  of  six  chicken  boxes  ex  s.s.  “  Cato.”  Instructions  were 
given  for  the  nuisance  to  be  forthwith  abated,  which  was  done. 

On  the  16th,  a  complaint  was  received  of  a  nuisance  arising  from  barges 
laden  with  cattle  dung,  lying  in  Deptford  Creek,  off  Norman  Wharf,  and 
in  the  vicinity.  The  spot  was  at  once  visited,  and  no  dung-laden  barges 
found  in  the  Creek.  This  place  is  under  regular  supervision,  in  view  of  the 
traffic  there  of  barges  laden  with  manure. 

On  the  23rd,  a  nuisance  was  reported  at  F  Warehouse,  Millwall  Dock, 
arising  from  a  quantity  of  damaged  grain.  The  owner’s  attention  was  called 
to  the  nuisance,  which  was  immediately  abated  by  removing  the  stuff. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION. 


The  appointment  of  your  Food  Inspectors  has  allowed  of  greater  attention 
being  paid  to  the  inspection  of  food,  and  as  a  consequence  the  quantity 
condemned  is  larger  than  usual.  Full  particulars  are  given  in  Appendix  J, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  summary  :  —

Tour  Food  Inspectors,  Messrs.  Spadaccini  and  Anderson,  having  passed 
the  special  examination  for  Inspectors  of  Food,  your  Committee  is  now  in  the 
position  of  having  Inspectors,  not  only  equal  to  their  work,  but  possessing, 
in  addition,  a  special  technical  qualification,  which  hitherto  has  not  existed. 
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The  following  is  a  syllabus  of  the  subjects  in  which  the  candidates  were 
examined  : — 

A  knowledge  of  the  laws,  bye-laws,  and  regulations  affecting  the  inspection 
of  the  sale  of  meat  and  other  articles  of  food,  including  their  preparation  and 
adulteration. 

Signs  of  health  and  disease  in  animals  destined  for  food,  when  alive  and  after 
slaughter.  Tuberculin  and  other  tests. 

The  names  and  situations  of  the  organs  of  the  body  in  animals. 

The  distinction  between  parts  and  visceral  organs  in  different  organs  in 
different  domestic  animals. 

< 

Size,  weight,  and  form  of  the  organs  of  ox,  cow,  horse,  sheep,  calf,  pig. 
Position  of  lymphatic  glands.  The  appearance  and  character  of  fresh  meat, 
organs,  fat,  blood,  fish,  poultry,  milk,  fruit,  vegetables,  and  other  food,  and 
the  conditions  rendering  them  fit  or  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  hygiene  of  byres,  lairs,  cowsheds,  and  slaughterhouses,  and  all  places 
where  animals  destined  for  the  supply  of  food  are  kept. 

The  hygiene  of  markets,  dairies,  and  other  places  where  food  is  stored, 
prepared,  or  exposed  for  sale. 

Practical  methods  of  stalling  and  slaughtering  animals,  preserving  and 
storing  meat  and  other  foods. 


FOREIGN  RAGS. 

On  the  15th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board  forwarded  a  copy 
of  a  telegram  from  the  British  Consul  at  Alexandria,  stating  that  the 
s.s.  “  Pendarves  ”  was  shipping  rags  at  Alexandria  for  London;  and  on  the  21st 
August,  a  copy  of  a  further  telegram,  stating  that  the  said  vessel  had  left  with 
164  bales  of  rags  not  disinfected. 

On  examination  the  rags  were  found  to  be  in  a  filthy  condition,  containing 
faecal  matter,  blood,  and  swarming  with  animal  life. 

A  Notice  was  therefore  served  upon  the  owner  to  have  these  goods 
disinfected  before  landing.  This  was  carried  out  by  superheated  steam  at  the 
expense  of  the  consignees,  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  your  Inspectors. 
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TRAINING  SHIPS. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  on  the  “  Warspite,”  the 
Marine  Society  conferred  with  your  Medical  Officer  as  to  the  best  method  of 
thoroughly  disinfecting  the  vessel. 

/ 

As  a  result,  your  Medical  Officer  was  requested  to  undertake  the  disinfection, 
the  Society  defraying  all  expenses.  The  boys  were  sent  to  their  homes  ;  the 
vessel  was  then  thoroughly  fumigated  with  sulphur,  and  every  part 
subsequently  washed  over  with  a  1*25  per  cent,  solution  of  chloride  of  lime. 

No  further  cases  have  been  reported  since. 

In  reporting  the  completion  of  the  disinfection  to  the  Marine  Society,  their 
attention  was  called  to  the  following  points  which  your  Medical  Officer 
believes  to  be  essential  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  boys: — 

(1)  The  lower  hold,  the  ventilation  is  imperfect. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  useless  and  obstructive  timber  (Magazine, 
&c.,  &c.),  which  was  built  in  the  ship  after  her  construction,  and  the 
removal  of  which  would  therefore  in  no  way  affect  her  strength. 

All  parts  on  both  sides  of  the  keelson,  including  limbers,  water-ways 
and  well,  should  be  freely  opened  up,  so  that  there  is  a  clear  way  from 
stem  to  stern  along  the  keelson. 

All  fore  and  aft  bulkheads  should  be  entirely  removed. 

If  necessary,  a  stove  in  the  hold  would  materially  assist  by  producing  a 
strong  upcast,  and  wind  sails  might  be  used  with  advantage. 

At  present  the  lowest  part  of  the  vessel  cannot  be  said  to  be  ventilated. 

(2)  The  practice  of*' washing  decks  should  be  greatly  restricted, 
especially  in  damp  weather. 

More  than  one  deck  should  never  be  washed  on  the  same  day,  and 
care  should  be  taken  to  dry  this  up  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

(3)  The  hammocks  would  be  far  better  removed  and  replaced  by  iron, 
bedsteads.  If,  however,  this  is  considered  as  impracticable,  they  should 
be  slung  much  lower,  in  fact,  as  far  from  the  deck  overhead  as  possible. 
They  should  certainly  be  freely  exposed  to  the  air  for  an  hour  or  so 
immediately  after  the  boys  turn  out  in  the  morning,  and  not  left  till 
evening  as  at  present. 

1  have  further  to  record  my  belief  that  even  when  these  defects  are 
remedied,  the  vessel  can  scarcely  be  considered  as  a  healthy  habitation  for  a 
large  number  of  young  boys. 
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LAUNCHES. 

The  launches  were  engaged  during  the  half-year  in  visiting  6,152  vessels ; 
of  these  the  “  David  Burnett  ”  visited  2,970,  and  the  “  Denton  ”  1,934. 

The  “  Clotho  ”  visited  only  873;  this  launch  being  laid  by  from  the 
17th  April  to  19th  October,  having  a  new  boiler  made  and  fitted  in  position. 

The  remainder  of  the  vessels,  375,  were  visited  in  the  rowing  boat  which 
was  used  to  replace,  as  far  as  possible,  the  disabled  launch.  This  rowing 
boat  was  at  wrork  from  the  15th  May  to  26th  August. 


OVERCROWDING  ON  FOREIGN  VESSELS. 

On  the  6th  July,  the  Danish  steamer  u  Esbjerg,”  of  Aarhuus,  from  Libau, 
arrived  in  the  Millwall  Dock  with  Jewish  immigrants  on  board.  On 
inspection,  overcrowding  was  found  to  exist.  Accommodation  had  been 
provided  for  the  passengers  on  the  main  deck  under  the  upper  hurricane 
deck,  with  the  sailors’  forecastle  at  the  fore  end.  This  space  had  a  cubic 
capacity  of  3,461 '1  cubic  feet,  with  a  total  floor  space  clear  of  the  bunks  of 
240  square  feet.  It  was  occupied  by  77  passengers,  the  cubic  space  per  head 
being  only  44*9  feet,  while  the  floor  space  per  head  was  but  3'1  square  feet. 
There  was  no  ventilation  of  any  kind,  except  by  way  of  the  fore  hatch  and 
the  seamen’s  companion,  which,  in  the  event  of  bad  weather,  would  probably 
be  closed.  Adjoining  and  communicating  with  the  passengers’  space  were 
the  lamp  room,  paint  locker,  the  seamen’s  closet  and  the  fresh- water  pump 
At  the  after  end  was  a  space  occupied  by  a  number  of  horses,  the  passenger 
accommodation  being  divided  from  the  horses  by  a  rough  temporary  bulkhead 
constructed  of  match-boarding,  loosely  put  together,  and  drainage  from  the 
horse  stalls  found  its  way  into  the  passengers’  quarters,  creating  a  serious 
nuisance.  By  the  instructions  of  your  Inspector,  the  places  were  at  once 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected. 

On  the  14th  November,  the  s.s.  “  Kursk,”  of  Copenhagen,  from  Libau, 
arrived  in  the  Surrey  Commercial  Docks.  On  board  were  136  foreign 
immigrants,  comprising  adults  of  both  sexes,  and  children.  The  whole  of 
these  were  berthed  in  the  No.  3  ’tween  decks,  a  space  measuring  36  feet 
7  inches  by  30  feet  5  inches  by  6  feet  6  inches,  equivalent  to  54*3  cubic  feet, 
and  a  floor  space  of  3’6  square  feet  per  head  respectively. 

There  was  no  ventilation  to  this  space  other  than  by  means  of  a  temporary 
companion  and  two  glass  ports  on  each  side. 
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There  were  no  sanitary  conveniences  provided  for  the  use  of  the 
immigrants,  and  there  was  no  separation  of  the  sleeping  accommodation  for 
the  sexes. 

The  facts  relating  to  the  overcrowding  were,  in  each  case,  forwarded  to  the 
Town  Clerk,  who  has  brought  them  to  the  notice  of  the  Danish  Consul. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

I  have  to  report  that  during  the  year  1899,  781  canal  boats  have  been 
inspected  |by  your  Officers  within  the  limits  of  the  Port,  as  compared  with 
595  in  1898,  and  597  in  1897. 

These  boats,  though  registered  to  carry  2,435  persons,  had  only  1,559 
living  on  board  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

Of  the  781  boats  inspected,  683  were  found  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Acts. 

Fourteen  were  found  to  be  unregistered  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

Eight  new  boats  have  been  registered,  and  six  old  boats  have  been 
re-registered,  mainly  on  account  of  having  changed  owners. 

In  16  cases,  the  Registration  Certificate  was  not  carried  on  board  as 
required  by  the  regulations. 

The  other  infringements  of  the  Act  were  of  a  minor  character,  and  have 
been  remedied.  (Full  details  are  given  in  Appendix.) 

No  proceedings  have  been  found  necessary,  and  no  cases  of  infectious 
disease  have  been  met  with  during  the  year.
